A great deal of interest is being ta- 
ken in the proposed military highway 
from Charlestown, South arolina, down 
Florida way (and on the Atlantic sea- 
ccast,) to Fairbanks in far distant Al- 
aska. Albertans will be specially in- 
terested in this project conceived by 
the Wahpeton-Portal highway associa- 
tion since the plan calls for the great 
artery to cross the border into Sask- 
atchewan, angling off across the Sask- 
atlbewan-Alberta border at a pcint 
roughly mid-way between the southern 
and northern boundaries and apparent: 
ly running close to Edmonton, thence 
in a north-westerly direction to the 
British Columbia boundary cutting 
through a ccrner of that province, and 
proceeding across the Yukon and into 
Alaska. 

It is reported that committees have 
been appointed to consult with Canad- 
jan authorities and with Minnesotans 
who are interested in the project, on 
plans for obtaining the desired re- 
cognition for the Charleston-Fair- 
banks route as a highway of great 
military value in defense planning.

LT. R.C. JESSUP, FORMER EDITOR MACLEOD 
GAZETTE, LEAVES FOR OVERSEAS 


Lieut, Jessup, a veteran of the last 
war, was formerly major in the 2nd 
Alberta Mounted Rifles (afterwards 
the South Alberta Horse) in 1925 to 
command “C” squadron at Nanton and 
High River, 

While serving with the cavalry he 
qualified as machine gun instructor at 
the Small Arms school, as staff cap- 
tain in the military staff course, and 
attended every annual training with 
his unit until he moved to Macleod in 
January, 1931. In 1935 the officer was 
transferred to the 93rd Battery with 
the rank of second lieutenant, but was 
permitted to retain his substantive 
rank in the active militia. The follow- 


ing winter he secured ais artillery 
qualifications at the Royal School of 
Artillery at Winnipeg and was pro- 
moted to the rank of lieutenant in 
1987. 

In 1932 Captain Jessup married Misa 
Anna Taber in Macleod, and they 
have one son, Freddie, five years of 
age. 

Captain Jessup was publisher of The 
Macleod Gazette, until last summer 
when he returned to the militia. He 
was President of the Alberta Branch 
of the C. W. N. A. and a very popular 
member of the Association .
